Without slav- 
ery there would have been no war. 
The South acknowledges a debt 
of gratitude to the thousands of 
slaves who, during the four years 
of war, behaved with such un- 
derstanding and good will that 
they left legends yet handed 
down in some families. That 
Charleston should insist on having 
a segregated version of the war 
100 years after it began is one of 
the more unbelievable stories of 
our time. 

We do not need to refurbish old 
myths.

I, therefore, suggest 
that the donation can be made in the name 
of one of your children or any relative or 
friend who does not work for the state. 
We certainly do not want to get anyone in 
hot water, yet, I feel like the employes 
at the Milledgeville State Hospital would 
like to be a part of this program.”

oppose them. 
Since the last war, the main fact 


in the world has been that the 
Western powers have been break- 
ing up several vast empires while 
the Communists have been build- 
ing an empire. The West, in the 
name of justice and self-determi- 
nation—not to mention necessity 
—has been creating a vast catalog 
of weak independent sovereign 


states, while the Communists, ° 


from the Sea of Japan to the 
heart of Europe, have been mov- 
ing in the opposite direction. 
Dean G. Acheson, the former 
secretary of state, is now de 
tached enough to speak the truth 
about the imperative necessity of 
organizing the West to confront 
the new Communist empire, and 
he has done so in Prime Minister 
Macmillan’s presence, but most of 
the time the hard questions have 
been pushed aside because genu- 
ine “‘interdependence”’ is awkward 
for both Kennedy and Macmillan. 
Both men use the word: “‘inter- 
dependence” freely, but neither is 
in a mood to face the domestic 
political consequences of what it 
means. Despite the loss of its 
empires, Europe is still larger 


and, potentially, more powerful 
than the Soviet Union, but it does 
not want to make the sacrifices 
necessary to organize its power. 

Macmillan has ended the mili- 
tary draft in the United Kingdom. 
He has abandoned the effort to 
produce the ‘‘blue streak missile.” 
He had done virtually nothing to 
oppose the rising pacifism in Brit- 
ain and he has opposed the move- 
ment in Europe toward economic 
and political unity. 

Kennedy, likewise, is avoiding 
the hard domestic questions. He 
is urging the British to join the 
economic ‘‘common market” in 
Europe, but, like President Wilson 
in 1919, is arguing that ‘‘unity”’ is 
a good thing for the Europeans but 
impossible for the United States. 

Intellectually, both Kennedy and 
Macmillan know that in the pres- 
ent weakened state of the Western 
nations, radical moves toward a 
loose confederation of the free na- 
tions is an essential counter to the 
growing strength of the Commu- 
nist bloc, but politically they find 
it more convenient to skirt around 
this question and talk about Laos 
and the Congo.

TRUCKS MIRED 


Four rescue trucks were mired 
in mud and unable to reach the 
wreck scene, shrouded by a hail- 
storm in the cold, bitter weather.

Capt. William M. Greener, 
helicopter pilot who assisted in 
the rescue, said two of the three 
were badly injured 


They were X-rayed at Sandia 
Base Hospital. 


“The tailgunner,”” Capt. Green- 
er said, ‘‘walked and dragged him- 
self to help the electronic control 
man and tried to comfort him.” 


“The tailgunner didn’t seem to 
know what happened,” he said. 


The three had landed about two 
miles apart. 


A Sandia base surgeon who ex- 
amined the men said they were 
not critically hurt. 

Capt. Greener and Capt. Ron- 
ald Hansen of Holloman AFB pi- 
loted the helicopter to the wreck 
scene when clouds parted briefly 
before a hailstorm began. They 
landed at 8,500 feet, took the 
three men aboard, and whirled 


away before the clouds closed in 
again. 


Ironically, the interceptor pilot 
is the safety officer for the 188th 
Interceptor Squadron, and has 
written many of the operational 
procedures for missile firing in 
training exercises. 


WRECKAGE SPOTTED 


Wreckage of the bomber was 
spotted from an Air Force heli- 
copter shortly before nightfall 
about 15 miles north of Mount 
Taylor, an 11,389-foot high peak 
west of here. 


The survivors were taken to 
the home of rancher Floyd Lee, 
on whose property the huge air- 
craft crashed.

Player naturally was in a good mood after shooting his 
lowest round in five Masters meets and finishing with a 40- 
foot putt for a birdie on the 18th. But the man from South Africa 
isn’t making any claim for the crown at this stage. 


‘It’s dangerous to get confident on this course,’’ Player said. 
“If you get confident this course eats you up. 


“T just don’t believe it’s a good thing to get overconfident. 
What’s the word—humble. Yes, I’m just playing my normal game, 
which is an attacking game. If it comes off, good. If it doesn’t 
come off, well, I’m only 25.”’ 


Player, of course, entered the Masters as the leading money 
winner and served advance notice that he was razor sharp with a 
sizzling six-under practice tour of 14 holes last Wednesday. Did he 
believe after the impressive tune-up that he would score this low? 


“That's a difficult question to answer,’’ he answered. ‘‘You 
have to have a positive outlook, but I never say before a 
tournament that I’m going to win. I hope I’m going to win.’’ 


Someone had mentioned earlier that Player was never off the 
fairway Friday. ‘‘No,”’ he said, “‘but that’s no great achievement 
here. I was driving the ball well, and I’m not complaining. I’ve 
had my fair show here.”’ 


And the young man from South Africa has showed the colorful 
gallery that he’s the most improved golfer in the land. During 
conversation about his future plans, a friend said Player is going 
to play the tour like the American pros. 


‘‘He’s playing it better than the American pros,”

That’s when he woke up screaming, bathed in cold sweat, 
as he told me later. 

Luckily it was just a dream—one that will never come 
true as long as we make up the difference in affection, 
appreciation and respect.

Women Need Not Fear 
A Middle-Age °Crisis’ 


NEW YORK (WNS) — Myths which make the 
menopause a crisis—to be followed by an inevitable 
downslide—are exploded by Dr. Lena Levine, author- 
ity on women’s physical and mental problems and 
coauthor of ‘“The Menopause.” 


This warm, motherly little 
physician, a practicing psychia- 
trist and gynecologist of inter- 
national reputation, insists that 
the many false fears associated 
with change of life grow out of 
past emphasis on women as 
reproductive machines. 


TRUE FACTS 


She will discuss the true 
facts — that women at meno 
pause are neither old nor ill— 
on NBC’s April 13 Special for 
Women, a dramatized one-hour 
television report. 


Dr. Levine said in an inter- 
view that modern definitions of 


femininity recognize that women 


are designed to do a great deal 
besides raise children and take 
care of husbands. ‘“‘That’s all 
that used to be expected,’’ she 
noted. ‘“‘Now most women want 
and are expected to support 
themselves before marriage. 
Except during their child-bear- 
ing years, most are expected to 
contribute economically, _ if 
needed, while they are married, 
and certainly afterwards, should 
the marriage end by death or 
divorce.” 


BEYOND MIDDLE-AGE 


Modern women continue their 
economically and socially crea- 
tive activities right through and 
far beyond their middle years. 
Many pass through the meno- 
pause without even being aware 
of it, she said. 


Some experience the sweats 
and hot flashes which result 
from temporary hormone im- 
balance. Estrogen pills or in- 
jections relieve these symptoms 
in most women, Dr. Levine 
found. 


The other illnesses which 
medicine itself mistakenly at- 


tributes to menopause — -rheu- 


matic and arthritic ailments, 
heart trouble, severe headches 
—are not caused by hormonal- 
change, she said. They result 
from psychological problems or 
from some physical process of 
aging. 

“The mechanism is imper- 
fectly understood as yet,” said 
Dr. Levine, ‘‘but we do know 
that change of life has nothing 
to do with it.” 


HUBBY TROUBLES 


The problem often turns out 
to be husband troubles—so often 
women have to take care of 
retired husbands or look after 
grandchildren when they are 
tired of their function of na- 
ture. Or they can’t get enough 
affection or attention from hus- 
bands tied up in business or 
profession, or from children 
professions, or from children 
own lives, Dr. Levine said. 


The depressed feelings many 
women experience come from 
fears of aging, of losing attrac- 
tiveness, losing a husband's 
love, waning sexual capacity, 
loss of usefulness and, some- 
times, losing a job. None of 
these fears need come true. 


“A woman does not grow old 
at 45 in modern times. Look 
at the wives of men in high 
places. Look at our actresses. 
Their 


Dr. Levine explained that for 


five or 10 years after meno- 
pause estrogenic hormones are 
still produced in the body, 
though in smaller amounts. 
Gradually, other glands produce 
substances which maintain a 
woman’s hormonal balance. 
There is no effect on sexual 
capacity—except that the end 
of fear of pregnancy may in- 
crease it, she noted. 

NEEDS ACUTE 


In her book, Dr. Levine wrote, 
“At the menopause, the need 
to be secure in love is more 
acute than it ever was before. 
Many women not only are un- 
certain about their husbands’ 
love, but they look back on 
lives that have been fantastic- 
ally empty, through no fault 
of their own.” 


“Women can consider the 
menopause a threshold to free- 
dom,” Dr. Levine suggested. 
“It is a time to begin what- 
ever kind of life she chooses. 
Statistically, she has as much 
of her adult life before her as 
behind her.’’
